I saw a man 
on the pack ice soiitheast of Cajie Flora, 
and a second in^rson further oil". I iired 
several shots to attract their attention 
and, iifter an hour's walk, we met the 
man on a ski and concluded he was a 
N'<)r« cgiun wjdrtia hunter who had come 
to griel somewhere.

"1 gave Mr. Nansen tracings of my 
maps and his n>ute south as his watches 
ran down and he was unable to establish 
his position correctly. Until he paw my 
map of last year he suppoi^ed that no 
one had been there before him."

A meeting of two thousand dockers 
was held tit Cannington to-day in con- 
nection with the tlireatiuied strike in 
that trade. It was announced ;it this 
meeting that l,7uO,(KH) continental dock- 
ers had joined the international federa- 
tion of ship, dock antl river w'orkers. 
The principal ports of the United States, 
it was further announced, had also sent 
innuiries with a view to joining. 

The government has decided that 
those of Dr. Jameson's oQicers who were 
aciiuitted on their trial for participation 
in the raid shall return to their regi- 
ments, while those who were sentenced 
must retire with the ordinary privileges. 

In coinplianco with the wish of Albert 
Whitehead, the recently released dyna- 
miter, he will be sent to Americti in 
charge of his brother. The committee 
opened a ftinti to raise £100 with wliich 
to meet expenses. 

An ofliciiil di:s|)atch from Uintali an- 
nounces that Chief Makoni, the great 
leader of tliu insurgent Mashoiias, has 
been captured in a cave at his strong- 
hold. 

The elections for members of the Span- 
ish councils general yesterday resulted 
in the return of a large ministe 'ial ma- 
jority. Serious rioting took place at 
Barcelona, where the electoral college 
ballot box was smashed and knives and 
revolvers were freely used. 

An olHcial dispatch from General 
Blanco, (jovcrnor-bcneral of the Phil- 
lipiiio Islands, announces the discovery 
of a fresh (;on8i)iracy against the Spaiiisli 
governiiH'tit. He adds that the new 
plot is \videaj)read in its ramilications. 
Numerons arrests have been made.

EXTENSIVE STRIKE. 

Gigantic Labor Movement Likely to Oe 
Commenced Tbls Autumn— A 
Great Federation. 

London, Sept. 6. — It ia reported Bmon^; 
the delegates to the trades union con- 
gress, which opens in Ivlinburgh on 
Monday, that plans for a gigantic strike 
of dock laborers of the world at large have 
been iierfected in everything hut the 
minutest details, and that the most im- 
portant labor inoveiiKint over conceived 
may be coinnieiiceil thisautumn. Trades 
union men who do work at the ports of 
the United Kint'dom have been working 
on this scheme for a long time, and it is 
looked upon as a likely signal for a new 
era, not only in the' history of trades 
unionism, but in the history of all labor 
organizations or secret societies. 

Since 1889, every strike for better 
wages or shorter hours at any port of 
the United Kingdom, has 'practically 
come to nothing, because when men went 
out at any particular port, the trade of 
that place has been transferred for the- 
time being to some other British or con- 
tinental port, and the strikers have thus 
been comjielled to snrrender. The pres- 
ent itlaii is dcsiLHied to prevent any such 
fiasco by uniting all classes ol labor em- 
ploye' oil in- aboutdocks, ships, wharves-- 
and warcliouHi'H in the United Kingtlom^ 
the United States, Canada, (.ieriiianyr 
France, llullaiid, lielgititn and .•\uRtr,vlia,. 
as well as other countries, in one great 
federation. Its nieinbers are to wear 
a specific badge and a cardinal 
principle of membership will be 
to stand firmly united and im- 
plicitly to obeyilhe instructions of the 
governing council in spite of anything 
and everything, Throughout the world 
members of this federation will be 
pledged to hold upstrikesof theirseotion 
of the federation by striking in sympathy 
and reniiiining out until notified to re- 
turn to work. 

The scheme is so gitrantic in scope, 
and may have such far-re;icbiiig con- 
sequences, that it is attracting attention 
on all sides and is seriously considered 
by the law- makers of Great Britain, who 
see in it a great danger which may have 
to be met by iitdical measures. The 
strike is to be principally against the 
piece work system. 

"Tom " Mann, one of the leaders of 
the movement, was interviewed by the 
re|)resentalive of tlie Associated Press 
to-day. Ho said: "The organization / 
which is controlling this movement ia / 
culled th6 internatii^nal federation of i 
ships, docks and rivers. In the United ,' 
States our proposition met with a / 
cordial reception from President t 
(.iompers. who has thoiouglily distribut- 
ed our literature in the proj.ier ijuarters. / 
The dock laborers and other members of' 
the Federation in Anierica will quit 
work at the same liour, and our coiiti.-*'^" 
nental brethren will also lay down thei.ins 
tasks. If we wait until we liave 780,01]^, . 
men enrolled there will be no need for*' 
strike, as the employers will yield in t'erth 
face of a threat of a general paralyziinlng 
of the shipping business in the wh , 
world. It has been projiosed that A. 
general strike should commence/

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COAL LOADING MACHINE. 

Trial of tbe New Apparatus a Pronounced 
Success— Its " Modus Operandi." 

The Wellington Enterprise thus de- 
UCfibea the new coal loading niachino 
[which has been recently erected at 
Punainuir A Sons' wharf ; 

The stiperslructure for tho machine is | 
of a very iiermanent nature, and moat 
compactly built. A new wharf has also 
been constructed in a most substantial 
manner. The machine is very elinple, 
the only wonder being that it had never 
been built before. This machine con- 
sists of an endless steel apron, 3 feet 6 
Lmihea ia width, which' runs from under 
the hopper, where the cars dump the 
coal, to a Doaition directly over the 
hatchway of tho vessel. This aprou, 
being couuterweighted at ti^o sides, can 
be lowered or raised with ease. From 
the end of the apron extends a slide or 
chute, which can he fitted to the mouth 
of the telescojie. This telescope deserves 
more than a passing notice. It ci,nsist8 
of four large, heavy iron tubes, each 
about five feet long. These by a simple 
contrivance can all be contracted or ex- 
tended at the will of the man in charge, 
who stands on a small bridge some 
twenty or twenty-five feet above the 
level of the deck of the steamer. 

The modus o|)erundi of loading is ex- 
ceedingly simple. The coal falls from

CONSTITUTIONAL. 



Tlie Toronto Globe in discussing tlie 
constitutional question, says: "The 
contention of the Governor-General was, 
that under the p^uliar circumstances 
of the present case the powers of the 
retiring Administration ought to have 
been confined to the transaction of all 
necessary busiiie.sa, while it was a 
further duty to avoid all which might 
embarrass the succeeding Government. 
Without entering at present into the 
question of constitutional precedents 
this view would appear to be in accord- 
nnue witi- common sense." 

Does not the Globe here avoid the 
very pith and marrow of the question V 
Was the Governor-General at liberty to 
act according to what lie consiilered cotu- 
iiion sense? Was he not hound to go 
according to precedent? The relations 
between the Governor-General and his 
Cabinet are not defined by law. Almost 
everything in his dealings with his min- 
istry is settled according to jircM cdent 
and usage. The private opinions of the 
Governor-General and liis ideas of coni- 
iiion sense a))pear to have very little to 
ilo with the matter. Lord Duflerin, 
who knew as much about the position of 
a Governor-General and what he ought 
to say and do in all matters 
that relate to tiie public, said in 
one of his speeclies : "As you are well 
aware, in all those matters which are of 
real ami vital iiioineut to you I am only 
entitled to repeat in public such wottls 
ot wisdom as my Ottawa Egerias may 
put into my mouth." 

This does not appear to be common 
sense, (or Lord DuflFerin might be wiser, 
clearer-headed aud more disinterested 
than his ministers, and conKecpu'ntly 
better fitted to give an opinion or to 
come to a decision on the .subject at tlie 
moment uiulei consideration. I5ut 
though so well (lualilied to speak, lie 
must ill his ollicial capacity ellace 
himself and utter none but tlie words 
which his adviser put in his mouth. He 
miglit think them great iioiisenso or he 
miglit regard tliem as insincere, but his 
duty as Governor-General was to say 
them with the best grace he could com- 
mand. 

Was it tlien for the present Governor- 
General, in opposition to the advice •>( 
his ministers, to decide what was or what 
was not the necessary public business. 
Had he the right to judge whether the 
action of his ministers might or might 
not embarrass the succeeding Govern- 
ment. If he admitted that Sir diaries 
Tupper and his colleagues were a (iov- 
ernment and qualided to transact the 
business of a Government, where did he 
get the right to say whatjacts, within the 
authority of a Government,' they might 
perform and what acts they might not? 
We do not think that anyone's common 
sense can answer that question. 

But, it is urged that the Tupper Gov- 
ernment was formed under peculiar cir- 
cumstances ; it was in a great measure 
" provisional." Does the Constitution 
know anything about " provisional " 
governments? Have any rules been 
made for the guidance of such govern- 
ments" It seems to us that Sir Cliark-s 
Tupper and his aasociatea were eitlier a 
Government or they were not a (Spyern- 
ment. If they" were a Government they 
had a right to exercise all the functions 
of a Government, and if they were not a 
Government they could not constitution- 
ally do the "ordinary business" of ,a 
Government or indeed perform any 
single Governmental aqt,. 
Then it is said that when the Tuppor 



The Oobden Club a little over two 
months ago celebrated the jubilee of Free 
Trade. On the 2()th of .Tune, IS U), Rich- 
ard Oobden wrote to his wile: "The Corn 
bill is law, and now luy work is done." 
Coliden and his co-workers expected 
that glorious results would flow from 
the repeal of the Corn Laws by the Brit- 
ish Parliament. They were devout be- 
lievers in Free Trade and they were con- 
vinced that before the ex))iration of fifty 
years the whole civilized world would he 
converted to the doctrine of Free Tr.ide. 
But the hfty years have gone 
and not only has Gieat Britain made no 
converts to Free Trade but a large pro- 
portion of her own population look upon 
it ns very much the reverse of a blessing. 
Mr. Sidney Low in the August number 
ot the Nineteenth Century speaking of 
the Jubilee eaya : 

Indeed, as tlie Cobdenite jubilators 
have sadly to admit, the time is one 
singularly unpropitious for rejoicing on 
their part. The half century tluriiig 
which the system described liy the 
eouiewhat misleading name of I'Vee 
Trade has been the prevailing and olli- 
cial economic religion in I'^nglantl, has 
only served to shake the faith 
of the orthodox in this country without 
in the smallest degree convertiin: the 
iieretics elsewhere. Fate has uiikimlly 
arranged a most tlramatic array ol 
events to show how limited is the pro- 
gress which the principles of the Anti- 
Corn-Law Leaguers have made. We are 
in the full tide of Protectionist reaction, 
and it is a tide that did not begin to flow 
vesterday, and shows no sign of ebbing 
to-morrow. Fran"e — the country of 
Bastiat and i\Iic;hel Chevalier, the 
liueuliar object of Cohden's interest and 
patronaL'e— lias jirovided herself with a 
I'nniiier who is understood to be more 
resolutely Protectionist than any other 
of her public men. The Uiiited 
States, the constant theme 
envious eulogy from the old 
Manchester School, is extremely likely to 
confer the Presidency on the politician 
whose name stands for themost savagely 
restrictive tariff of our times. Gerninn v 
which pronounced for Free Trade before 
England did, now occupies herself in 
putting on a fresh duty against the lor 
l iguer or giving a fresh bounty to ' 
own produccr.s every year. Theri 
hardly one of our colonies wliicii does 
not live under the shelter of a higl 
tarilV; ami the solitary fragment of con 
solation the iMiglish Oolideiiite (-an lini 
is that a Conservative and deliantly I'ro 
tectionist Ministry in Canada has ju 
been beaten at the polls by Liberal op 
ponents, who, however, have shown no 
disposition whatever to become Free 
Traders in the l^nglisli understanding of 
the term. So much for the " civil- 
ized world," which .^^aIlchester was to 
have converted long airo. And in ling- 
land itself the Protectionists are no 
longer a t)arty ohsoure, discredited— 
half disgraced. It has ceased to be a 
mark of mere intellectual obtuseneES— as 
if one should express doubts on the law 
of eravitation (jr the accuracy of the mul- 
tiplication table — for a man to profess a 
liking for import duties on other artii;les 
besides wine, sjiirits, tobacco, dried 
fruits, cocoa and tea, which things may 
lawfuilv be taxed according to the true 
Cobdeiiite faith. On the contrary Pro- 
tection raises its head ai;ain, open and 
unabashed: it is vocal on the iilatlorrn, 
it is felt at elections, and in Lancashire 
itself — nay, even in Manchester, which 
was the Mecca of Free Trade, 
and in Birmingham, which may be 
called its Medina, since it re- 
ceived its prophet, John Bright, 
when the Holy City had cast him out- 
it is iirobable that if a popular vote 
could he taken the Free Traders would be 
in a niiiioi'ity. To crown all, one of the 
most able aiiil pojnilar party leaders of 
the dav, a minister holding the seals of 
Secretary of State, has publicly and 
emiihatieally given encouragement 
the scheme ot a Customs Union 
10 m pi re. 

The colonist who ventured to give such 
an account aa the above of the progress 
made by Free Trade in the world and ot 
the state of public opinion in Great 
Britain with regard to it, would be 
vilified and ridiculed by the Liberal 
press of Canada. The Liljeral leader has 
declared that his " ideal " is Free Trade 
as it is in England, and his 
newspaper supporters consider it to be 
tjiair duty to profess the most unbounded 
admiration for Free Trade as it is in Eng - 
land. But it turns outtijut Mr. Laurier's 
ideal is very far indeed from being 
perfect, that it is not admired by a large 
[iroportion of the population df • the: 
British Islands, andtliafi itl8 discredited 
and detested byjtho people of ■ all other 
civilized oouniTiesi and pfot put in 
practice by any of Great Britain's dt- 
pendencies, AVe are told that -when Mr, 
Laurier's Commission has flnished its 
iiui;iiries his Government will submit 
to Parliament a tariff revised so as to re 



facturers believed in it firmly, will take 
it 111) "o^v when it is being discredited 
by alile public men in Groat Britain, 
and when the whole agricultural class — 
tenants as well aa landlords — pronounce 
it a failure. Those who believe that the 
l)resent Government were ejevated to 
power because they professed to believe 
in Free Trade and promised to establish 
it in this country, are laboring under a 
ilelusion. They will find that Mr. Lau- 
ricr dare not make any advance to- 
ward Free Trade.

B.C. GOLD FIELDS. 

We have had the pleasure of seein 
large number of elipiiings from 
country newspaper.", in nearly all 
which the British Columbia gold 
ami uiiiiing operations are spok'Mi of in 
the highest terms. The papers from 
which the excerpts are taken are pub- 
shed in all parts of Great Britain and 
Ireland. Jlany of them relate to Ciov- 
ernor Dewdiiey's visit aud tlu^ iiifonua- 
tion wliicli had been obtained from him. 
Some of the letter-: are very well written 
indeed, and, what is better, the descrip- 
tions of the gold di'.coveries and mining 
operations given in them are strictly 
true. It is surprising to see how little 
exaggeration or indeed over-statement 
there is in what is said in the English 
papers about British Columbia. Those 
))apers have been very fortunate in their 
correspondents and informants as far as 
this Province is concerned. They can- 
not be suflBciently commended, both for 
their accuracy and their moderation. 

A MEAN INUENDO. 

The St. John Sun very justly con- 
demns the mean and cowardly attack 
which the very fresh member from Na- 
naimo made upon the Chief Justice of 
Wiis I'rovinco. It says: 

The bov orator of British Columbia in- 
dulged yesterday in the reprehensible 
Ijractico ot insinuating a charge against 
an official under cover of asking a ijues- 
tion.

Lying in .lames Bay, in charge of the 
autliorilios, are the schooners Ainoka 
and lieatricu, which got in on Sunday 
from Behring Sea, where they were 
placed under arrest on August 5 for al- 
leged violation of article 1 of theBehriug 
Sea Award Act of IS'Jf. I!y this section 
the governments of the United States 
and Great Britain " forbid their citizens 
and subjects respectively to kill, capture 
or pursue, at any time and in any man- 
ner whatever, the animal commonly 
called fur seal within a zone of 60 miles 
around the PrlbylcflE" islands, inclusive of 
territorial waters." Both schooners, by 
special permission of ttie coiniiiarKler of 
tl.AI.S. Plieaaant at Ourudaska, were al- 
lowed to laud their Imlian crews on the 
coast en route to Victoria, the orders to 
be followed subsequently being to report 
to Collector A. R. Milno on arrival and 
to hand over the vessels' papers to the 
otiicer in comiuund of the British lieet 
in JC8<iuimalt. To Collector Milne yes- 
terday Capt. Heater ex])lained that 
he had not cot a " sight " to lo- 
cate himself for three days 
prior to seizure. He tiad been 
overtaken by a gale, and this, with 
strong prevailing currents, had taken 
him into the position where he was cap- 
tured. According to lils reckoning, he 
wai seized in lat. 55,34, long. 171.7, at 
7: 30 o'clock In the morning. The loca- 
tion is difTerently described by Capt. il. 
D. Smith, the conimiouliiig ollicer of the 
United .St.atea cutter Perry, wliose atale- 
ment of the seizure is as follows : 

"1, II. D. Smith, a ca])taiii in the 
rovoiiuo cutter service of the United 
States, i:oiniiuunti ng the I'. S. steamer 
Perry, declare that the British schooner 
,\inoka, of Shanghai, whereof George 
Heater is master, was this day boarded 
by Lieut. Worth G. Kosa, U.S.R.C.S., 
who reported to me that the said vessel 
had contravened the provisions of the 
Behring Sea Award Act, lS'J-1. The 
following evidence is relied ujion to es- 
tablish the violation of law: The afore- 
said British schooner Ainoka was cruis- 
ing within the area of the award on 
date given, AuguBt6,1896, ialat. 55.57.77, 
long. 170.26 VV. from Greenwich. The 
schooner had on board fur seal which 
were taken within the prohibit- 
ed zone of sixty miles around 
Pribyloff islands on the otli day of 
.\ugust. One hundred and eight seal 
skins, according to the Captain's state- 
ment, were taken on thealjove date, anil 
this correHponds with the vessel's log. 
Having reason io Ix-lieve fronr the^vi- 
deiice above cited IhiLt tne aforesaid 
British schooner Ainoka lias contravened 
the Behring sea award act, lSi>4, in the 
following particulars, to wit: ICilling of 
fur seals within the prohibited zone of 
(iO miles around the Pribyloflf islands on 
August 5, 1898,-in violation of the said 
act and article 1 of the regulations of the 
Paris award ineor]>oratcd in the Behring 
sea act, ISill, 1 hnvi; this date seized the 
aforesaiil scln loiu r Aiiiohii, tier cargo and 
tackle by authority of suid aiH and orders 
in council issued tlieroutider." 

The reckoning as shown il! tlio above 
statement left tin; Ai iioka about \:1 miles 
in prohibited waters and a dillerence 
of -11) seconds between her chronometer 
and that of the I'erry. The captain of 
the Beatrice, L'ajitain :\. II. .loiies, when 
seized was about eight oi' ten miles tu 
the southward and eastward of tlu; 
Ainoka. After the seizures the cutter 
Perry got np steam, aud attunipled to 
overtake a number of other vessels about 
live miles distant, but they did not wait 
lor any meeting, and hoisting sail were 
soon lost to sight. Botli Captain Jones 
and Caj)taln Heater think they have 
been grossly wronged, and are of the 
opinion that the Perry's rci'koniiig was 
out of tunc. Bi! this asil may, however, 
they through the seiziiri's have been 
done out of a season's catch. Tlu; 
Ainoka l)rought down a nuiil bag from 
Ouiiahiska to Collector M ilne, the con- 
tents of wnicli will, nodoibt, lie all dis- 
tributed by to-day. On tlieiilli the Vic- 
toria lU'iLlrice was spoken with 115 skins, 
and on the same day the Fawn had 50 
skins. On the -Itli the Mary Ellen was 
spoken with 40 skins and the San Jose 
with 20 skins. The Aincka's catch was 
139 skins, while that of the Beatrice 
was 92.

THE LATE CARLO BOSSI. 

\*i-|B]B Hoiivment Unveiled vitti Simple .Cere- 
■>^._ ' '.. ; monies by the Pioneer 
' ' Society. 

On Sunday afternoon last the cere- 
mony of uiiveiliiiK the inoiiunient of the 
late Carlo Boasi, in Hosa Bay cemetery, 
waa conchictBil by the inenibera of tlie 
Britiah Colunibiu Pioneer Society, at 
the request of Mra. Bosai. Tlie monu- 
ment ia ft massive bloclt of marble set on 
a graiiite base, and bears besides the 
epitaph, m^jdallions of Mr. and Mra. 
BoBfii with the badge of tlie i'ioneer 
Society engraved on the centre of the 
stone, Surmountini; the marble ia the 
conventional urn with drapery cut in 
marble. The design is Mra. Bossi'a own 
and was executed by M. GiruIJi, the 
sculptor, a townsman of the late Mr. 
Boasi in Lombardy, Italy. The monu- 
ment was unveiled by the President 
of the Pioneer Society, Aid. 
William Humphrey, and Mr. 
Robert Ridley a charter member of the 
society. Among those present were Mrs. 
Bosai and the following Pioneers, besides 
many friends: PreBitlent, Wni. lium- 
phrey ; secretary, A. Graham ; trea- 
surer, E. J. Tliain ; janitor, li. Ridley; 
C. E. Redfern, T. Shotbolt, li. Dallas 
Helmcken, ti.U., M.P.P. ; Noah Shake- 
speare, T. Flew in, A, Jack, W. Plarri- 
Bon,T. Potter, Cant. (Jhriatenaen, Capt. 
'J. Kamaey, K. 0. Jobneon and J. Black- 
borne. The ceremony was closed with 
a short address by the secretary of the 
Pioneer society, Mr. A. Graham, who 
said: 

".We meet here to-day to comply witli 
Mrs. Bossi's wish to unveil this monu- 
ment, a loving tribute of respect to the 
memory of her late husband, and to ful- 
fil a duty which the constitution of our 
society enjoin." — to perpetuate the nieui- 
ory of those wliose sagacity, energy and 
enterprise induced them to settle in the 
wilderness and become the founders of 
a new colony. We stand to-day at 
a distance of seventy yom fronaj the 
date of Mr. Bossi'a birth, and thirty- 
eight years from the date of hia landing 
in Victoria. He had learned the trade 
of marble cutter, and shortly after liis 
c arrival we find him with hia baminer 
and chisel hewing out of our granite 
block the pillars which adorn the front 
of the building now occupied by the 
Bank of British North America, which 
is one of the substantial buildings of our 
fair city. 

"Mr. Bossi was an example of what 
steady perseverance and industry can 
accomplish. Ilia capital increasing we 
next find him in the grocery buainesa on 
Yates street, a auccesaful merchant and 
investing in real estate, having faith in 
the progress of Victoria. After ten 
■ years he retired from the business, occu- 
pyinc his time improving his property 
and seizinc every means to best 
promote the. progress of hia ad- 
opted . home-^a man of few words, 
ei average intelligence, sound com- 
mon sense, tenacity of purpose, faithfully 
serving his adopted country with zeal, 
unaflected modesty and rare singleness 
of purpose. In February, 1875, Mr. 
Bossi was elected a member of our 
society and signed our constitution, and 
v/as anactive member. Wise in counsel, 
sound in judgment, and the soul of honor 
in all hia dealings, lie was elected vice- 
president, and shortly afterwards lie was 
appointed one of our directors, and con- 
tinued on the board for more than tec 
years and served faithfully. 

"He was generous in extending a help- 
ing hand to the weak and suffering and 
took great interest in our meetings, 
though in late years bis health failed. 
We need not repeat what we have 
already expressed to Mrs. Bossi. This 
monument and the epitaph expresses 
her loving regard and reverence for him 
whoae memory we have this day met to 
honor. As otiicera of our society, we 
would repeat our heartfelt loss. 

"Farewell bravo spirit; to be owned thy 
friend 

'Twere something to illume the unwelcome 
end 

Of comradeship below. 
In loving memory long our board will 
grace 

1ti fancy, with that sweet Ksthetic pace — 
That brow's benignant glow." 

On our roll of membership we have 
many names whoae monuments liere 
surround us — Douglas, Finlayson, 
(pioneers of pioneers), Dunsmuir, Bar- 
Dard, Dickson (first president), Fell, 
Astrico, Barker, etc. 

" 'Tis said that ineinory is lifo 
And thill tlumgh ik'iul men are alive. 
Ilemoved from sorrow, jiaiii and .'Ttril'i" 
Tliey live because their works survive." 

" It has been well said that monu- 
ments and statues are schools, whoae 
lessons sink deep. This monument, to 
us and to future generations, will recall 
a high example, a man of unshaken 
firmness and consistency of character, 
a faithful, enlightened, and respected 
citizen, one whoae aims were to make 
the world better and mankind happier." 

EEPOET ON yACUINATION. 

The Royal Commlasion Scandalously Long 
in Fresentingr a By no Ueans 
Decisive Deliverance. 

(Fron the London Timet.) 

The length of time consumed by the 
Royal Commission on Vaccination in 
dealing with questions as to which all 
the materials necessary for arriving at 
sound conclusions had for many years 
been available to all who wiehed 
to use them lias been little 
short of a public scandal, and has been 
indirectly the cause of a smallpox mor- 
tality which both could have lieen, and 
ought to have been avoided. 

Weak-kneed or ignorant boards of 
guardians iiave been terrorized by anti- 
vaccinatora. and in many places have 
permitted the law which they were 
charged to administer to fall almost 
completely into abeyance. In one local- 
ity in which this state of things has 
existed, the resulting epidemic has come 
just in time to furnish the commis- 
sioners while engaged in considering 
their report with a frightful example of 
what would hap))en elsewhere if nei:le;;t 
of vaccination were ever to become 
general. 

In the city of Gloucester, in the early 
•part of this year, it waa a fact that 
scarcely any children who had been 
born there, and who were under the ago 
of ten, had been vaccinated; and, as a 
consequence, in the three months cov- 
ered by the last quarterly report of the 
Eegistrar-General, the deaths from 
smallpox in the city were 277 in num- 
ber and amounted to an annual rate of 
27 for every thousand persons living, 

A hospital physician of conspicuous 
ability has been employed by the com- 
mission to visit Gloucester from lime to 
time daring the continuance of the epi- 



demic, and it is probable that his de- 
Bcription of its incidence and its decline 
will form not only a salient feature of 
the Kcneral rejiort, but also a basis for 
conclusions of the highest value in the 
interests of public talety. 

We are at present necessarily unable 
to give the actual decisions of the com- 
missioners on any of the important 
queationa snbiiiitted to them, but the 
rumor that the repoi t will be signed by 
all of them except Mr. Picton and Dr. 
Collins may, we think, be taken to be 
conclusive with regard to its general 
tendency, and to snow that the conten- 
tions of the anti-vaccinators will derive 
no support from it. 

We hear also that the two medic.U 
members. Sir Guyer Hunter and Mr, 
Hutchinson, have appended a memoran- 
dum advising that not only vaccination, 
but also revaccination, aliould be ren- 
dered compulsory 1 while Mr. Bright 
and Mr. Whitbread object to any form 
of compulsion, and think that greater 
facilities should be given for free vaccin- 
ation, including visits by the vaccina- 
tion officer to the homes of the poor, and 
free medical attendance in case of any 
injurious effects being attributed to the 
operation. 

It would of course be impossible to 
criticise any such memoranda as those 
above mentioned until they are before 
us in detail, with any practical sugges- 
tions or qualifications which these 
authors may have appended to them; 
but it would appear certain, at first 
sight, that reviiccination, if strictly (in- 
forced, could not fail to extinguish 
smallpox entirely and to leave it with 
nothing but a place in history by the 
side of the jail fever and the black 
death. 

The argument for revaccination is 
that it ia the only muana of rendering 
protection permanent; and that for 
compulsion is that the "liberty" claimed 
for the anti-vaccinator is productive of 
far-reaching disease and death, falling 
upon persons who have no share in his 
superstitions, and who yet cannot bo 
preserved from the consequences of 
them. 

Wherever vaccination is not universal, 
there, either from folly or carelossne.se, a 
residuum of susceptible persons will be 
found, and in such conditions it is hojie- 
less to expect the entire disai)peaniiu:o 
of the disease. The facilities for free 
vaccination are already very consider- 
able, and the facilities for obtaining free 
medical attendance not only by the poor, 
but by persons who could not properly 
be so described, are already sufhcient to 
exert, especially in large towns, a de- 
cidedly pauperizing influence upon the 
community. 

It would probably be a matter for 
much regret if this influence were 
further extended by act of parliament, 
more especially as the only ill effects ob- 
servable after by the endeavors of 
jiarenta to prevent the operation from 
l)eing 'succeasful, or by inoculation of 
the scratches with some form of septic 
dirt. 

Law is, or, at leaet, may be, a great 
educator, and the present law, if enforc- 
ed, would serve to impress ui)on the 
minds of careless people that it was 
their duty to take a certain small 
amount of trouble for the sake of pro- 
tecting not only their children, but also 
their neighbors, from a scourge which is 
no respector of persons. 

FEEB CATHOLIC SCHOOLS. 

Tuition Fees Considered an Obstacle to tlie 
Qrowth of tlie Schools, 

St. Paul, Sept. 0.— Archbishop Ire- 
land has issued a letter announcing that 
hereafter at the Catholic parochial 
schools no tuition will be charged, such 
tuition being considered an obstacle to 
the growth of the schools. In the course 
of the letter he says : " Of course the 
expenses of maintaining the schoola 
muat be provided for in some way. The 
pastors will take the amount of t hese 
expenses from the regular church re- 
ceipts of the jiarish, and will rely upon 
extraordinary measures, which their 
own ju<lgment may commend. Catho- 
lics will, W6 are sure, co-operate with 
their pastors in maintaining the jiarish 
schoola. The proper viev/ to be taken of 
the Catholic school is to regard it as a 
great religious work, in whigh all are 
concerned, whether they have or have 
not children attending it.

Railways in ttie City of Victoria. 



Whereas the Council of tbe Clly of Victoria 
deem It neeeSHary and requisite for the protec- 
tion of the persons and property of tho pm. lie 
that the Regulations hereinafter conlaiued 
shall be made for- operating. Street Bailways in 
tbe City^of VlQtoiia: 

Therefore the Municipal Council of the Cor- 
poration uf tho City of Victoria enacts as fol- 
lows ; 

1. No car weighing with its passengen more 
than eight and one half tons shall be allowed 
to cross the James Bay bridge or tho Rock Bay 
bridge, and no such cur shall bo permitted or 
suffered to carry over either of the said bridges 
more than SO passengersui any onetime,

2. No oar shall be propelled at a higher rate 
of epeod thaiijiourmtle'i an hour when crossing 
any bridge 6r trestle work, and >vlien on a 
bridge or trestle work no car shall approach 
closer to any other car than 200 fcit. 

.1. Should there be any foot passengers on any 
crossing before the carupproachcs thesamo, the 
car shall be stopped so as to permit such pas- 
fiougors to cross, 

4, Each car is to be supplied with a gong, 
which shall be Bounded by the motorneer or the 



driver when the car approaches to within fifty,

6. The cars shall 'not be'^ wilfully driven 
against any persou or animal whilst being upon 
or crossing any of the streets of the city. 

C. No passenger shall be allowed to ride or 
travel on the roof of any car. 

7. No car shall carry more passengers than 
the same can conveniently accommodate, and 
tho number of pns.sengers each car eau accom- 
modate shall bo previously lixed and deter- 
mined by the City Kiif/ineer or .Surveyor, and 
indiealed ujion a card posted Inside, and paint- 
ed in plain ligures on tho letter board outside 
of each e ir. 

8. The route through which each car has to 
run shall be oousplcu.ously marked, affixed or 
indicated In letters on the outside of the car. 

9. After sunset the cars shall be provided 
with coloured signal lights, on the front and 
rear of the roof, and the route shall be Indicate .1 

In letters ou such lights. 

10. Smoking shall only be allowed on tho front 
platform ol closed ears, and the rear seat aud 
platform of open cars. 

11. No car shall be allowed to stop 011 or over 
a crossing, or In front of any iuterscetiiig 
streets, except to avdd a collision, or prevent 
danger to pcrtons in tho streets, orfor other un- 
avoidable rensons, and no cars shall be left or 
remain in the streets at any time, uuless wait- 
ing for passiuigers. 

12. When it shall be necessary to stop at the 
Intersection of streets to receive or leave pas- 
sengers, the car shall be stopped so as to leave 
the rear platform slightly over the last cross- 
ing. 

1.1. Conductors or motoriieers, or drivers, shall 
bring the cars to a slop when passengers get on 
nnd oll cars: Provided, however, that the cars

14. Tliere shall be a conductor as well as a 
driver or motorneer on each car, except on 
such pojtions'of the lines as maybe hereafter 
determlued by the Corporation.

By Defeatingf Stanbury He Brings 
Bacic to Canada the World's 
; Cbampionship.

I'ht.s-ky, -I'^ng., Sept. 7 — Jake Gaudaur, 
of Toronto, champion oaratuau of 
America, after a most disappointing race 
to-day over the tour-mile championship 
course from Putney to Mortlake, de- 
feated James fl. Stanbury, of Australia, 
who recently beat " Wng " Harding in 
defence of tho chainpionahip of the 
world. The race to-day was for the 
world's championship, $5,000 and the 
" Sportsman " cup. The weather was 
aa dismal as could bo. There was a foul 
— a protest which was disijigarded — 
and Gaudaur won by 20 lengths in 23 
mi mites and 1 second. 

It would bo no ei-ay task to imagine a 
more uneatisfactory race or more dis- 
agreeable weather. Tho humidity Wits 
so dense tlial. it looked aa though rain 
would fall at any iiKinient; there was 
scarcely a iircalh of wind, but the 
■weather vanes pointed nortlieast ai:d 
the tide was I'anning sluggishly. Both 
men were very nervous and lidgely while 
at the stake boats niarkim: the start- 
ing line. They broke away repeatedly, 
and on one or two occasions, when both 
left their stationa and a start might have 
l)een effected, some hitch occurred. There 
were twelve false starts before the men 
actually got away and took the water 
well together, This delay favored Gau- 
daur, it is claimed, as tlie tide was run- 
ning slower wluui they got away, and 
both scullers hent liown to their work. 

Ciaudaur was certainly slower in his 
first few DtrokcH than his rival, aiuf 
Stanbury's higher rate of striking en- 
abled him to show the Toronto man the 
way during the earl}' part of the riu;e., 
Xt tho end of the lirst (juarter mile 
Stanbury led bya foot, but Gaudaur put 
more steam into bis wrist and began to 
cut down the Australian's lead w'ith the 
result that at the third of a inilo the two 
boats were level and so continued for a 
few strokes. Gaudaur, however, hud 
plenty of reserve force, and settling 
down to real business be drove his boat 
well to the front of his rival's before the 
half mile post was reached, and passed 
tliat point in 2 minutes 21 seconds, lead- 
ing by about a quarter of a length. 
Stanbury, it was noticed at this stage of 
the race, ai)i)eared to be in trouble, and 
the oarsman from Toronto simply 
vvidked away from him, drawing 
clear at the three-cpiarter mile post, 

\\'hen the mile mark was passed, the 
Canadian was a length and a half in 
front of the -\u8tralian sculler. Stan- 
Ijury thereupon spurted desjjerately, as 
if attempting to foul Gaudaur. Tho lat- 
ter was straight ahead of the Australian, 
and several times he drove the Toronto 
man across the river. When theoars- 
men shot under Hammersmith bridge, 
the nose of tho Australian's shell was 
almost toncliing the Stern of Gaudaur's 
boat, and about two furlongs above the 
bridge there was a slight touch. 
Stanbury promptly held up his hand 
and claimed a foul, but as both boats 
were in the centre of the river the 
referee refused to admit tho claim. 
Stanbury, who had stopped rowing in 
order to claim the foul, was now a badiv 
beaten man and Gaudaur went right 
away and won as he pleased. The bet- 
t ing was 5 to 2 on Stanbury at the start ; 
and a to 1 on Gaudaur after a third of a 
mile had been rowc^d. 

.After the iai:e ( iaudanr loft his shell 
at .Mortlake and tdiiiibcd into the Asso- 
ciated Press boat and said: "Tell tlie 
Canadians I heat Stanbury easily by 
about forty lengths, and feel bully. It 
was anybody's race at Hammersmith, 
but after tliat be could not stay with mt 
at all. 1 got away at the start cooler 
than Stanbury, and better, too, than 
|)redicte(l. 1 have won the cliam|)ion- 
sliip back for Canada, and Ilanlancan 
put that in liis j::pe ami smoke it." 

Stanbuiy in an interview with a 
repreeentative of the Associated Press 
admitted that lie was fairly beaten, 
though, he added, he thought Gaudaur 
fouled iiim in bis, the Australian's 
water. lie added : " However, the 
umpire disallowed it, so it's all right. 
The race was a hard one, but after I had 
claimed a foul I did not exert myself." 

' ' Wag " Harding, recently defeated 
by Stanbury for the cbampionship, was 
one of the professionals at the race and 
was also interviewed. Harding remark- 
eil: "There was no foul. I watched 
the race as closely as jiossihlc and I say 
they did lujt touch. liesides, Stanbury 
came otit to ( iaudanr and did the sanu! 
as I did ill my race with Snllivaii. .Vny- 
liow Stanbury went to pieces after jiass- 
ing Haniinersmith bridge." 

"Tom" Sullivan, who was defeated 
by "Wag" Harding last year for the 
championship said: "Stanbury had 
( lauilatir beaten at Hammersmith bridge 
and Gaudaur was rowing all over the 
coni sc.
